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A BRITISH-RED VICTORY 


I think everyone agrees that 
Vice-President Nixon conduct- 
ed himself extremely well on 
his recent visit to Soviet 
Russia. But should he have 
gone to Russia at all? And 
should the President pay a 
visit to the Reds? This raises 
another question: How long 
will it take for American 
leaders to realize the kind 
of people they are dealing 
with, when they play around 
with the Kremlin bosses? 

Take, for instance, that 
famous Nixon-Khrushchev de- 
bate, which most of you saw 


on television. You saw it 
just as it happened. That’s 
the way the Russian people 
were supposed to see it, 
according to agreement. But 
they didn’t. Before it was 
shown in Russia, the tape was 
edited to put Khrushchev in a 
good light and Nixon in a bad 
light. I do not know why this 
was necessary. Mr. Nixon, de- 
spite the barbs he managed to 
get in, behaved likea gentle- 
man. Khrushchev monopolized 
most of the debate and kept 
interrupting Nixon. Gur news- 
papers reported the full text 








of the debate. The Soviet 
newspapers cut severely what 
Nixon said and played up what 
Khrushchev said. 

Or take those two big ex- 
hibitions — the American fair 
in Moscow and the Soviet fair 
in New York. Here, anyone who 
had the price of a ticket 
could go to the Russian ex- 
hibit. In Moscow, the commun- 
ists kept distribution of 
tickets to the American ex- 
hibit under strict control. 
Here we provided the Soviets 
with New York’s beautiful 
Coliseum to house their ex- 
hibits. In Moscow, we let 
Russian workmen lay the cement 
floor of our building, and it 
crumbled and covered every- 
thing with dust. When the two 
Red Deputy Premiers, Mikoyan 
and Kozlov, came here, they 
were given every conceivable 
protection. President Eisen- 
hower even warned us to be 
nice to Mikoyan. In Russia, 
everywhere Mr. Nixon went he 
faced planted hecklers who 
bombarded him with loaded 
questions. 

This is a measure of the 
comparative treatment we can 
expect in the forthcoming ex- 
change of visits by Khrushchev 
and Eisenhower. But our Brit- 
ish “allies” have won their 
point — a summit conference 
plus a visit to America by

the Soviet dictator. And we 
have given new respectability 
to Khrushchev, Gomulka and 
their Red regimes. Kemember- 
ing Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam 
all Icansay is : Let us pray 
— for America and the world. 

Here, in one brief para- 
graph, is an expert analysis 
of the trap into which we 
have fallen, with this notion 
of getting palsy-walsy with 
the Reds. It comes from Judge 
Robert Morris, who for a long 
time, was chief counsel of 
the Senate Internal Security 
Committee. Judge Morris had a 
singular opportunity to see 
at close range how the Reds 
and their dupes operate. Here 
is what he has to say about 
these visits and exchanges: 

“Communist leaders have a 
serious problem containing 
their own captive peoples and 
repressing their natural 
yearnings for freedom. If they 
can successfully represent 
the West and particularly the 
United States as their real 
friends and we, accommodat- 
ingly, accord regal receptions 
to their emissaries and dele- 
gations, resistance to their 
rule is discouraged. If this 
discouragement is sustained 
and extends for long periods 
the communists score import- 
ant victories.” 
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BIG GOVERNMENT 
KILLS SMALL BUSINESS 


I’d like to suggest that it 
might be an excellent idea 
to let the Soviet leaders stew 
in their own juices for a 
while, and pay a little atten- 
tion to what is going on here 
at home. The papers have been 
so full of Russian and Ameri- 
can exchanges, that a sig- 
nificant statement by the 
President went almost unnot- 
iced - a statement which 
affects every dollar you earn. 
As you know, the President 
has been talking a great deal 
about economy in government, 
and about the need to curb 
inflationary government spend- 
ing. But it is difficult to 


escape the feeling that maybe 
this is just talk, because 
Mr. Eisenhower recently in- 
dicated that government 
spending this coming year 
will be around 80 billion 
dollars - which is three 
billion dollars more than 
this year. And he sees no 
hope for tax cuts. He thinks 
the current high taxes will 
go on indefinitely and he 
doesn’t see much chance of 
reversing the trend toward 
ever bigger government. So, 
until we get leaders brave 
enough to fight this trend 
with everything in their pow- 
er, it looks as though we are 
in for more inflation —- until 
the whole bubble inevitably 
explodes in our faces. 
Equally as serious, how- 
ever, is what this business 
of Big Government is doing to 
our free American system. 
Some of the examples would be 
ridiculously funny if they 
were not so tragic. For in- 
stance, inthe last six months 
the Agriculture Department 
has taken 19 million dollars 
of your tax money and spent 
it - for what? For eggs and 
poultry. No, the bureaucrats 
haven’t gone on an egg-and- 
chicken diet. They bought up 
the eggs and poultry because 
so much was produced that the 
price came down. So the bur- 








eaucrats use your money to 
buy up eggs and poultry so 
they can keep the price high 
when you go into the store to 
buy these products. At the 
same time, there is another 
government bureau which worr- 
ies about the plight of smal] 
business. It is called the 
Smal] Business Administration. 
Its bureaucrats have spent a 
million dollars of your money 
recently -— doing what? Be- 
lieve it or not, they loaned 
it to poultry raisers so they 
could produce more eggs and 
poultry! 

And while the government 
bureaucrats pretend to be 
greatly concerned about the 
plight of the small business- 
man, take a look at what Big 
Government has done to him in 
just one field. As you know,

I note there is a movement 
under way in Washington to 
build a new monument - with 
your money of course. It would 
be a monument to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, the man who, more 
than any other, was respons- 
ible for hoisting on our 
backs the burden of Big Gov- 
ernment -— to say nothing of 
all the troubles we face in 
the world today. I would like 
to suggest that this latest 


the government buys up huge 
quantities of grain and stores 
it, in order to keep the 
price high. This puts the 
government in the grain busi- 
ness. Ordinarily, in a free 
grain market, there would be 
numerous small businessmen 
who would handle the buying 
and selling of wheat and oth- 
er grains. But look what has 
happened in just one city - 
Chicago. Before the govern- 
ment went into the grain 
business, there were 50 or 
more small companies in Chi- 
cago engaged in the business 
of grain handling.

spending gimmick be put off 
at least 50 years - until 
history has a chance to decide 
whether FDR deserves a monu- 
ment or not.

HOUSE OF SECRETS by Gordon 
Young, 179 pages, Duell, Sloan 
and Pearce, N. Y., $3.75. 

‘Do not be afraid of 
friends - at the worst they 
can only betray you. Do not 
be afraid of enemies - at 
worst they can only kill you. 
But be afraid of the indiff- 
erent — they neither kill nor 
betray, but it is only with 
their silent consent that 
treason and murder exist on 
earth.” 

These sentences, which 
might serve as an excellent 
sentiment for any freedom- 
loving people, form the slogan 
of NTS, of which you probably 
have never heard. NISis short 
for National Allianceof Russ-

ian Solidarists. It is a 
relatively small group of 
dedicated souls who operate 
out of a four-story, yellow- 
gray stucco house in Frank- 
furt, West Germany. It is a 
quite ordinary looking house, 
a grocer’s shop and a drug- 
store occupying its ground 
floor. But it is verily a 
“house of secrets.” For the 
occupant of its two top floors 
is the NTS, whose objective 
is the overthrow of the com- 
munist regime in Russia by 
the Russian people. 
Fantastic? Impossible? Per- 
haps. But before you abandon 
such an idea out of hand, 
read Mr. Young’s account of 
what he learned in the House 








of Secrets. We must admit 
that were this a work of fic- 
tion, it could be read with 
wide-eyed interest, and then 
dismissed as unbelievable. 
But Mr. Youngisnot a spinner 
of tall tales. He is a former 
associate editor of the Brit- 
ish news agency Reuters, had 
a distinguished career as a 
war correspondent, and later 
as Paris bureau chief of the 
London Daily Mail. 

The idea behind NTS is to 
provide a philosophy and a 
system to spark the desire 
for freedom in the Russian 
people which the Reds can 
never completely eradicate. 
The method is for the Russians 
themselves to manage the 
counter-revolution. NTIS lead- 
ership is entirely Russian and 
is operated of, by and for 
Russians. It recognizes that 
a big revolutionary organiza- 
tion inside Russia is not 
possible. It therefore oper- 
ates through ‘molecular’ 
groups of twoor three persons 
who act on their own inside 
Russia, and have no contacts 
with other similar groups. 

NTS operates a free radio 
program beamed into Soviet 
Russia. But its most fascin- 
ating ammunition is what the 
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author aptly calls “paper 
bullets.’’ His account of 
NTS’s method of getting its 
story across to the Russian 
people by this means is liv- 
ing proof that there is no 
limit to man’s ingenuity when 
he has a dedicated objective 
in view. As, for instance, 
the crates of oranges from 
Italy which the Soviet leaders 
felt they must throw as a sop 
to their fruit-hungry people. 
Amongst the real fruit were 
fine plastic oranges, each 
stuffed with NTS pamphlets. 

What are the chances of 
NTS’ s final success? They are, 
of course, highly speculative. 
However, a measure of the in- 
roads it is making is indic- 
ated by the official Moscow 
radio and press. They contin- 
ually denounce it, blaming 
all its activities on “Ameri- 
can plotters” - though it is 
completely Russian. And it is 
well to remember that the Red 
Revolution in Russia was it- 
self sparked by a relatively 
small handful of men. 

In any case, Mr. Young’s 
entertaining account of NIS’s 
aims, leaders and methods 
makes fascinating, hopeful 
and encouraging reading.
